One 
professional man has had his motor 
licence cancelled because he used his 
car in order to visit a golf course. Six 
others have had their petrol allow. 
ances reduced because they sought 
permission from the authorities -to 
drive to their local golf courses ; and, 
ot the one hundred and sixty motor 
vehicles that were counted at. 
Leopardstown last Saturday, at least 
two or three were not hackney cars. 
For once, it would seem that the 
general public is co-operating with 
the authorities, The illicit employ- 
ment of motor cars, apparently, is 
the one aspect of the black 
market with which the average 
citizen has no kind of sympathy ; and 
thé police are being inundated with 
reports of cases in which private 
cars are being ‘used in defiance of the 
law. At the moment, many pro- 
sécutions are pending. Thé worst 
offenders seem to be the owners of 
vans, who are using commercial 
vehicles for rivate purposes. 
Certain clergy an medical men also 
are taking a chance. Doctors, whose 
private residences are at a distance 
from the town or city in which they 
have their consulti rooms, are 
resorting to the simple expedient of 
affixing a brass plate to the gates of 
pg, | their homes, thus keeping within the 
letter of the law, but obviously 
* its spirit. Admittedly, 
such cases are rare; but the fact 
that they exist indicates that all the 
Citizens of this country have not yet 
awakened to the fact that we are 
passing through a real emergency. 
The paramount necessity, in respect 
of motor fuel, is that public trans- 
port services shall be maintained. 
Men and women played golf in 
Ireland long before such a thing as 
a motor car ever was heard of; and 
the professional man who uses his 
cár in order to convey himself or his 
wife to his favourite course deserves 
no sympathy. We are glad that the 
slice are so vigilant, and even 
gladder that the general public is 
co-operating with them.

Britain first was introduced, the 
poor people have felt it unfair that 
these who can afford to eat in 
restaurants should be able to satisfy 
their hunger without exhausting 
their supply of ration coupons, 
although, in fact, luxury meals 
form only a very small percentage 
of the ninety million meals a wéek 
consumed off the ration in 
restaurants and canteens throughout 
the country. In an endeavour to 
silence these complaints, and to 
remove all cause for grievance, Lord 
Woolton announced recently in the 
House of Commons that the Govern- 
ment has decided to establish a 
maximum price for restaurant 
meals. Under an Order which will 
come into force on June 1, the 
maximum price of & meal served in 
a restaurant will be §s., and the 
number of courses will be ‘limited to 
three. In addition, the serving of 
fish, game and poultry may be pro- 
hibited, if necessary, on certain days 
of the week. On first sight this 
Order seems too good to be true; 
but, although the meal itself 
may not cost any more than five 
shillings, certain additional adjust- 


ments must be made in recompense 


for some of the other amenities. | 
There may, for instance, be an addi- 
tional charge of half-a-crown if 
public dancing or a cabaret show 
should be included as part of the 
evening’s entertainment.

W front’ so frequently nowadays 
that it is desirable to ascertain 
bhá exactly it means. It is astonish- 
to find how much hazy thought 
al as to this point. nd while 
such haziness obtains it is, clearly, an 
impossibility to pronounce whether or 
not the Allies are capable of estab- 
lishing and maintaining a second 
front” of any effective kind. In point 
of fact there are several kinds of second 
front—three to he precise. First of all, 
there is the one actually existing— 
which ig a more serious business than 
is commonly réalised. Then there is 
what might be styled the limited 
objective“ brand. Finally, there is 
the full-sized, back to 1940 kind. We 
shall consider these three kinds of 
second ftont in the inverse order of 
mention. 
Evidently it is hot easy to recon- 
stitute in the West of Europe the situa-

RAIL DIFFICULTIES 


Germany is credibly given a total 
strength of 300 divisions—of wkich 
250 are in Russia, together with some 
55 more from among the minor 
Axis Allies. To assist the remaining 

German divisions in their réle of 
occupation troops, there are consider- 
able numbers of Italian, Bulgarian 
and Hungarian divisions, in the. 
Balkans more especially. Of the 
purely German units, the best of those 
not in Russia are in Norway and 
along the Channel coast—i.e., in posi- 
tion to meet the first shock of ahy 
Allied effort. Reinforcement would, 
accordingly, seem to be only possible 
from troops of less et quality, while 
lateral displacemen no easiér. 
Besides, the European railways 
generally are now none too well cir- 
dumstanced to cater for intensive 
moyénmients of troops and material. In 
were recently a regulation was 
introduced authorising an increase of 
one ton to the existing maximum 
load for éách frei ht-waggon. 

If the R. A. F. offensive operations 
are examined in this light—as a 
strategic attack on communications 
rather than on war output their im- 
ortance becomes clearer. Lubeck and 

ostock are centres of communica- 
tion—military to Norway and Russia, 
civil from Sweden.
